From our own Correspondent. 
LaabyII IX, Col., May 20, 1880. 

Your readers I have no doubt im- 
agine I have been lost, not having 
heard from me for along time. Well, 
after the roughest trip I ever experi- 
enced in my life, I have made my 
way once more to the great camp of 
Leadville. After leaving here the last 
time I went over the Saganche road to 


_| Gunison City, the great central sup- 


ply point of the Gunison country. 
This town is situated at the junction 
of the Gunison and Tumichi rivers, in 
a good valley admirably adapted for 
grazing and raising hay. The ailti- 
tude is about 8,500 feet. The location 
has been a trading post for the Utes 
for many years. At present people are 
rushing in by the thousands, remain- 
ing a few days and rushing out 
again. The town is laid out in wide 
streets, regular squares and blocks. 
In all about 250 houses have been er- 
ected, all small buildings very poorly 
constructed and almost unfinished. 
Lumber is an article almost impossi- 
ble to obtain. While no business 
seems over-done, there appears no 
opening for more enterprise, unless it 
be a saw mill and restaurants. Saloons 
are ; 
THE PREDOMINATING FEATURE, 


and although none are finished they 
all seem to make a living. After leav- 
ing Gunison City I started for Ruby. 
It is thirty miles from Gunison City, 
up the river to the confluence of Ohio 


Creek to its very source, which is but 
three miles from Ruby. I had a dray 
to travel on for about 15 miles to a 

lace called Warmley’s, and from there 
f walked to a place called Ring's 
Ranch, through slush and snow be- 
tween three and four feet deep. Then 
I had five miles of snow-shoeing to 
reach the long looked forcamp. There 
are three town sites surveyed in this 
district. They are Ruby City, Irwin 
and Ruby Camp. Ruby City was for- 
merly known as Silver Gate, and is a 
town site lately located by several 
gentlemen from Leadville. Not so 
much as a cabin as yet meets the eye. 
Irwin City is just one mile above, to 
the west. There you will find about 
ten cabins, nearly invisible on account 
of the snow. You have a small foot 
trail to follow from one cabin to an- 
other. The few people you find here 
speak 


IN GREAT HOPES 


of their camp. They will tell you 
they will have 10,000 people by the 
ist of July. About 400 locations have 
been made upon the mountain side. 
The best one is the Forest Queen. 
The ore is of the galena character, 
white spar being attached in several 
places, It assays seventy ounces of 
silver and fourteen ounces of gold to 
the ton. They have a five foot fissure 
vein. The second is the Ruby K. 


Lead Chief. Little Minnie and sev- 
eral others are rated as first-class 
mines. Lots are rated here from $100 
to $1,500. The next place is Ruby 
Camp, lying about one mile east of 
Irwin. There you will find two cab- 
ins with several mining locations 
The people living there will also tell 
you they will have another Leadville 
before the Ist of July. From Ruby I 
started for Crestee Butte. Crestee 
Butte is about the same distance from 
Gunnison City as Ruby. It is on 
Slate river, a branch of East river, 
which joins the Gunnison about fifteen 
miles below the Buttes. A | 
smelter is already erected to work the 
ore from Ruby district. They have a 
fine coal field here, and I have no 
doubt but it will be a promisiag 
camp this summer. At present there 
are between five and six feet of snow 
here. From the Buttes I started to a 
place named Gothic, lying six . miles 
to the north. I had to travel over the 
whole route on snow shoes. A small 
smelter has been put up there and 
they claim to have several good min- 
ing locations, but it was impossible to 
see them on account of the snow. 
From here I started for the 
Roaring Fork country, the present 
spring excitement of Colorado,. of 
which I will try and give youa de- 
scription in my next letter. WHEL.

Santa Cr0z, May 25.—Thewound- 
ed by the disaster of Sunday are get- 
ting slong as well as could be expect- 
ed. The representatives here of the 
railioad company have given orders 
for every patient to be supplied with 
nurses and everything required to re- 
lieve their sufferiugs. , 

President Davis and Mr. Adams, 
attorney for the company, are bere 
looking after the latter's interests in 
the Coroner's inquiry, which will be 
resumed to-day or to-morrow. 

There appears to be quite a differ- 


ence of opinion among the citizens as 
to whether the company is to blame 
for the accident. Ove person who 
was on the trat thinks accident 
was caused by the everloadiny of the 
cars, there being, he thinks, about 
100 persons on each. Owing to the 
narrowness of the gauge the cars were 
rendered top-heavy. Another gentle- 
man, un old railroad mao, thivks the 
train was going too fast, but he found 
that the brakeman had all the brakes 
on and had done his best to check its 
speed even before the whistle of alarm 
was given. 

Gallagher, of San Juse, died last 
night, bot the others are getting 
along. 

The bodies of most of those who 
were killed outright have beeo taken 
charge of by friends and relatives and 
removed. 

The deep gloom which has pervaded 
the community since the accident bas 
not yet been dissipated, and it will 
be several dags before the town can 
assume its wonted appearance. 


A Child Badly Burned. 

Abont.7 o'clock last evening little 
Estelle Cahn, a five-year-old child of 
Samuel Cahn, was playing on Second 
street with her cousin, a boy of about 
her own age. He was twirling about 
apiece of lighted rope, when the 
burning end set fire to Estelle’s apron. 


Her clothes were blazing in a mo- 
ment. Most fortunately, Mr. Camp- 
bell happened to be passing at the 
time and his prompt action no doubt 
saved the child’s life. As soon as he 
saw the flames he ran and enveloped 
Estelle with his coat, smothering the 
fire. The child’ apron was com- 
pletely consumed and also a portion 
of the woolen dress she wore. Her 
face was scorched and her hair singed, 
but it is not likely that any perman- 
ent disfigurement will result. The left 
arm was badly burned in places. The 
little creature was very philosophical 
over the accident, in spite of the in- 
tense pain of her burns, saying while 
her injuries were being dressed: “It 
was lucky I wasn't killed, wasn't it?” 
She is not at all dangerously hurt, 
and will soon be able to be about 
again.
